Chicago, 111., August IS. Eugene N.
Foss of Boston, at the opening of the
second day's session of the national

reciprocity conference, presented the
drawn up by the committee at

their session Wednesday night. As out-

lined it advocates the dual tariff sys-
tem, with the suggestion of a permanent
tariff commission to be created by Con-

gress arid appointed by the president.
While the resolutions are not what

the most raideal could have desired,
neither are they so weak as the oppo-
nents of the conference had hoped thera
to be. All reference to specific schedules
were omitted, and it is likely that the
convention will adopt them without
much alteration.

Combination Missing from a Chicago
Trust Company.

Chicago, III., Aug. IS. Walter P.
Kraft, transfer clerk of the Equitable
Trust Company, is missing, and it is
sahl by the officials that about $20,000
of the company's money is unaccounted
for.

It is asserted that the trust company
will lose nothing, as brokers through
whom stock was sold by Kraft will be
forced to refund the value of the shares
alleged to have been taken by Kraft and
sold.

Washington, Aug. 18. A bulletin of
particular interest to students of Presi-
dent Roosevelt's race suicide theory lias
been issued by the Census Fureau. It is
entitled ''Proportion of Children in the
United States," and although it docs
not attempt to compute the birth rate
in this country it does pive tlio propor-
tion of children to adults at various
periods in the country's history.

Prof. Walter F. Willcox of Cornell
University, who is the author of the
bulletin, says no census can furnish all
the information needed to compute the
birth rate, of number of births in a, year
to each thousand persons, nor has this
information been obtained for tluvUnited
States or any considerable part of it
by any other agency.
""The proportion of children," says

Prof. Willcox, ' .s an approximately ac-

curate and a significant- clue to the
amount of new blood that is being
brought into the country by nature's
processes of reproduction 'and growth."

The method used in the census bulletin
is a comparison by periods, by States
and geographic divisions and by races of
the proportions the number of children
bears to the total population or to the
number of women of child bearing age.
Hie number of children under 5 years
of age and the number of women 15 to
49 years of age are given by the census
